Edwards, the 
president of the Mohawk National Bank. At that time thefe was 
a one family house on the ae It was sold to Charles 
Hastings and then to John K, Alexander who sold it to 
F. F. Proctor on June 13, 1919. Mr. Proctor’ built the 
in 1926 and it was sold in 1929 to kadio Keith Orpheum 
called "RKC Proctor's", Mr. Froctor died in 1929. 


By 1977, the theatre was owned by the City of Schenectady, 
to default on tax payments and slated for demolition, It had 
fallen into a state of disrepair. The ceiling leaked and the 
plaster wes falling. The ARTS CENTER AND THEATRE CF SCHENECTADY, 
INC., (ACTS), an independent, fot-for-prolit organization, 
incorporatea for the purpose of acquiring, owning and opersting 
rroctor's theatre and arcade as a regional center for the 
performing arts. After completion of a foaatbiLiey study which 
indicated the economic potential of the project with proper 
rehabilitation of the building, ACTS purchased Proctor's on 
January 3, 1979. ‘This was the date of. "Blackstone", the 
Magician--another sold out performance. ACTS purchased the 
theatre for wl.00 from the city. 500,000 in Federal Funds 
were utilized to partially refurbish the Theatre end arcace in

The main light comes down to the seats and 
extends to the balcony. All 960 some lights were pink when 
ACTS took over. It has been noted they were pink in winter to 
mace one feel warm end green in summer to make one feel cool. 
‘he main chandelier takes about an hour to wind down. 


WALL TAFESLKIES - The tapestries, water damaged through the 
yesrs are rerleced with a pattern similar to the original. dane 
Fritz passed away and left a will which designated money for (195 
tapestry on the main floor, Jane was 8 volunteer bartender at 
performances. The tapestry near the box seat (right side) was 
given by BF Industries, as well as the plum drape in doorway 

and the chairs. (Browning-Ferris Industries) An anonymous 
aonation wes piven for tapestry at left box seat area. 


SKATS - A campaign to refurbish seats started in 1980. The cost

on chairs in Kow HH. After his performance as Mark Twain he called 

Proctor's "cne of the most beautiful theatres in the United States", § 
his other statement, which we have used in our advertising wes 

"a treasure you couldn't replace at anv rrice". There are 1,500 
seats downstairs (which is fan shaped). Total seats 2,700. There 
are 90 rooms in ;roctor's - 40 are in the arcsae. 


QHCHUSPKA IIE - the hKO orchestra occupied the pit (1926) ena used 
the rooms under the stsge for precticing and storing of uniforms. 

At present "Golaie" occupies the left portion during organ concerts. 
fhe summer of 198% brought the addition of 4 hydrolic lifts, so the 
orchestra floor can be raised for a larger stage. 


QKGAN - The original organ was a $50,000. Wurlitzer, played by 
Stephen Boscleir. In the 1¥30's the organist was betty Lee Taylor, 
who left to play the new organ at the RKO Flaza when it opened. 

In 1968 the organ went to the home of an orgen buff in Shrewsbury, 
Ma. end then on to a pizza parlor in Californie, At this writing 
we have information the orgen is at Pipes and Tizza in Sacaranen e. 


The new 1931 Wurlitzer is a gift from the Golub Foundation end 
members of the Golub Family in memory of Bernard and Sunshine 
Golub; ‘The cost, $90,000. This organ came from the. home of. 
Claude Newman, near St. Faul, Mn, who maintained it for 2 eers.: ` 
He obtained it from the Feremount Thestre in’ Aurora, Ill. ewman 
died Sept, 1933 before the dedication. 


"Goldie" was dedicated May 12, 1484, to a full house. Organist 
was Dennis James, who had played all over the world. There are now 
170 Wurlitzer's in this country, Our present organist is.Allen Mills. 


This organ is an 18 rank - 3 manuel instrument - e full set of 

percussion instruments and grand piano equipped with an action that 

can be played from the organ console. Pipes (small ones mede of 

metal and large ones made of wood) total 1,290. The pipes and 

instruments sre located behind the black slats above the box seats. 

You will hear sounds of boat whistle, train, surf, whoople button a 
besides regular orchestra instruments - all used in silent movies. 


The organ was installed almost mapiraiy by volunteers under the 
direction of Sandy Murdock and Allen Plunket. Others who worked 
were Paul Mahoney, John weisner and John Ven Laek (locel members 
of the American Thestre Orgen Society). 

IANG - The Steinway anu Baldwin Grand Fianos plus the Yamahe were 


purchasea through a generous donation from Mr. and Mrs. Kenneth Lally. A 
The pianos have to be tuned before every concert, 


DRAPES - ‘The Curtain (drape) on stage, is a gift of the Carl Co.” 
(cost approximately 50,000. Angie Terrenzio and Maria Biscossi 
made the arare. Angie has been with Carl Co. for 33 years and 
Meria, who came of Italy, 12 yesrs. The velvet was especially 
dyed a plum color ond is fireproof. Tieman Cleaners doneted the 
cost of cleaning the original braid and fringe st the top and 
bottom of the drape, It had to be sewn on by hand., The main drape 
has over 250 yaras, plus 75 yards of tapestry. It is 40 ft long- 
19 strips 54 in wide ere sewn together. The drape was installed 
Sept. 12, 1983. 


LAGI - From the stage to the top of the theatre is sO ft high. 
Flood lights were removed so the stnge could be enlarged. 


LIGHTING FANEL - At this writing (1908), the levers that control 
the lights are still in use, 


KOFES - 50 ropes (cost about $140.) control lights and other props. 
Grids are the frame work above the stage. These suprort the rods 


which hold the lights and props. This was strenghtened in 19386, to 
hold more weight. 


SHOR! BLACK DRAFES - These are called teasers, to hide lights. 


TRAP DOOK - The opening is in the middle of the stage and still © 
opens. It was used in Vaudeville days. 


FIKE SCREEN - The screen behind the drape is made of asbestos. 

a re occurred a stage manager, who has a knife would cut 
the rope ana the screen would fall down. Five cables wuld 
release the louvers over the stage when heat melts fusible links, 
to let smake escape. Openings in the projection room have fire 
protection shields also. 


THE FIKST TSLEVISION FRESENTATICN - On Froctor's stage, on May 22, 
1930, TV images were transmitted on a seven foot square screen, 
from a mile away in South Schenectady using telephone lines 

for the images and radio transmission for the sound. 

br. Ernst Alexanderson, a GE Engineer, made history that day as 
he staged the first showing in any theatre in the world, With 
him was Merril Trainer, his lab assistant. Billed as the supreme 
event of this century, the newspaper advertised "be among the 
first to see the television in addition to a regular stage and 
screen show". On Feb. 1983, Dr. Alexanderson was inducted into 
the National Inventors Hall of Fame in Arlington, Virginia. 


br. Alexanderson was an associate of Steinmetz end Marconi. 


"OFF-BROADVAY BABITS" - The girls similar to the dance troupe at 
Kadio City Music Hell perform at certain organ concerts especially 
kaster end Christmas, They are volunteers trained in ballet and 
tap dence, directea by Orlando Figlinavento School of Dance, 
Froctor's provide the costumes. 


MOVIE SCREEN - The screen is new - the second largest indoor 
screen in the Northeast, outside of Radio City Music Hall. 


Miyw BACK STAGH CROSS OVER DOORS - New Doorways have been cut 
so performers can get from one side of the stage to the other. 
Tt can elso be used for storage of scenery. q 


Thei GhiaN KOCM -is a place where performers can relax before 
going on stage. The term "limelight" refers to a light on the 
stage thet used to be harsh on the eyes. Dime was heated to 
incandescence producing brilliant illumination. Green is the 
easiest color on the eyes. That is why theatres have a "Green koom" 


THR CALL BOARD outside the Green koom was used during the 
Vaudeville Circuit tours, - showing the running order of the 
shows, 


DhSSSIKG KGOCMS - There are 18 dressing rooms (9 on each floor). 
AlI have bathrooms with shower facilities, Any group is welcome 
to decorate a room. Those who have are: Schenectady Junior 
League, local union technical crews from Saratoga and Albany 

who worked on the first Annie Show, Joan Blando and Gail 
Kelleher (who with donations from local business), decorated 

the Yonkers koom and two rooms were done by employees of the 
Northeast Savings Bank sand Schenectedy Chemicals. The Schenectady 
room hes been refurbished with memorial funds in memory of 

Marvin Friedman. The star of the show has this room, ; 

Carpet has been given by Mohasco Co. of Amsterdam, N. Y. > 

Glass radiant has been instelled in each dressing room which

BOX ShA'S - In the 17th century, people sat on the stage with 
the performer. Gradually they were moved to what we now call 
the "box seat". From here you can see the original gold leef 
around the box seats snd balcony. The eagle design above 
has been repainted therefore it looks bronze. 


BALCONY - Dress cirele is the name for the first three rows 

In the balcony. When we acquired the theatre, Union College 
stuaents filled sandbags for each seat to test the structure. This 
was done in 1926, when there was a question about the structure 

of the balcony. There are no supports obstructing the view of 

the auaience - they are all at the back. 


FIhePLAGH - The fireplace on the mezzanine is a very rare 
genuine LOUIS XV MARBLE FIKBFLACL. It originally greced one 
of 10 rooms of a Norman Cheteau. Furchased by Proctor, it is 
one of four of this period in the entire country. 


PKOJECTION #QUIFMENT -The original 5 projectors ana 2 spot 
gehts were used until June 19c3. These were vented because 
of fumes,es they were carbon-arc, which produced a "quivering 

on-screen illumination". Usually a movie had.5 or g reels 
sna the two working cemeras had to be changed throughout the 
show. lot only did the reels have to be changed, but the ‘ 
carbon-ere had to be changed about every half hour. 

In June 1935, the new projection equipment was ecquired wi th 
42,000., in Federal Funds from a Community Development Block 
Grant allocated by the City of Schenectady. ‘The new single 
high-intensity projector holds one large reel elimineting 
change over from projector to projector. 


TWC SFOT LIGHTS " SUFER TRCUPER" have replaced the carbon-arc 
Tights which sre safer and easter to operate. They are like a 
high intensity light.
